THE CHARTER MOVEMENT 


The Register desires to express the hope and be­ 
lief that the movement to secure a special charter 
for Santa Ana will not be abandoned or allowed to 
lag because the petitions filed the other day proved 
insufficient as to the number of technically legal sig­ 
natures. 
The fact that a project of this nature takes hold 
slowly does not mean that the public is necessarily 
hostile to it. 
People are tremendously busy with 
their own concerns. They give only fragmentary at­ 
tent.on to public matters. 
If they hear some project 
mentioned, the first impulse is to cast it aside, and 
say it will cost too much or require too much work. 
It takes repeated effort to get through this crust 
of indifference that covers the interest of the people

THE ARMED DISARMERS 


Americans were rather inclined to take the dis­ 
armament conference in Washington as a final af­ 
fair. 
That is, many of them believed that when 
the disarmament treaties were adopted at the con­ 
ference, disarmament among the powers was assur­ 
ed, and there remained only the routine matter of 
scrapping old ships and cutting down orders for new 
ones, of dismissing fighting men and beginning to 
save money and be comfortable. 
France, however, never ratified the treaties. 
At 
the present time she has a standing army of 684,000 
men, larger than before the war. She seems to have 
no present inclination to reduce her forces either 
by land or by sea. 
There is no military menace from France’s mili­ 
tary power. War with France is inconceivable. 
But 
there is a decided financial disadvantage 
in 
it. 
France owes this country a great many millions of 
dollars. 
She shows no signs either of willingness otr 
of ability to repay that money. 
As long as she 
maintains this vast army she cannot pay.
